Here is some insight into an incident which occurred nearly 


5,500 miles away from Florida radio amateurs. But may affect 
you during our next disaster. This letter may answer quite a 
few questions that arise about volunteers before and during 
both national and international disasters. 


“Tt’s a damn shame that two or three well-meaning people 
- were recruited by an unrecognized group as Red Cross radio 
communication volunteers on Kauai following Hurricane Iniki. 
These hams were misdirected at their personal expense without 
the knowledge or approval of the American Red Cross. Such 
incidents should never happen again. | 
As the manager of American Red Cross disaster radio and 
satellite communications nationwide, a consultant to the 
International Red Cross, and the Red Cross Communications 
Officer on Kauai for three weeks following Hurricane Iniki, I’d 
like to offer the following information to your readers for future 
reference: ,

1. During large-scale disasters, such as Hurricanes Hugo, 


Andrew, or Iniki, only Red Cross National Headquarters can « 


authorize the deployment of radio amateurs. There are no 
exceptions to this procedure. | 
2. Hams deployed to-disaster sites as unauthorized Red 
Cross volunteers can expect no support from the Red Cross, 
period. . ei. 
3. In the aftermath of international disasters, American Red 
Cross National Headquarters deploys U.S. Citizens as 


International Red Cross volunteers. Those who circumvent this | 


established system, again, should expect no support upon 
arrival on-site.

Dealers and a Flea Market will be featured with all those 
interesting goodies which are proudly carried out much to the 
puzzlement of onlookers. 

Advanced Admission is $4.00, and the price at the door is 
$5.00. All vendors must have admission tickets. Tables will cost 
$10.00. 

The doors will open at 0800 and close at 1600. A talk-in 
will be available on 146.16/76. 

For those of you who will be coming and are not familiar 
with the area, here are the suggested directions as provided by 
Bill. 

“Exit 4 (I 110) south from Interstate 10 to Cervantes St. 
Right on Cervantes to Palafox St. (1 block, 1st light). Turn left, 
on Palafox St. Palafox dead-ends at Hamfest site.” 

It is interesting to note that many of the Hamfest 
committees are no longer mailing out flyers. Rising costs and 
taxes on sales are part of the reason. Some of the larger

because of the tremendous cost involved. Printing and mailing 
costs eat up the cash which is needed to pay the costs of running 
the following year’s show.

The Playground Amateur Radio Club is also finding that 
rising costs are causing second thoughts about these mailings.

The ever increasing costs of such a 
project may well match the increased costs of presenting a 
hamfest this year. In addition, it takes a lot of hours of work 
by volunteers to just get them addressed and sorted for the post 
office. Again Frank Butler got the ARRL to provide free labels 
in order to help keep the man hours and costs down. No matter, 
it is a big, big job in itself. It appears that flyers may be 
collectors’ items in the scrap books of the few Hams who 
thought to hang onto them. Just think, future generations may 
never experience the arrival of one. 

By the way, the PARC Elmer Night held on the second 
Thursday of each month, appears to be a success. Having a 
station in the club house with not only HF but also 2M packet 
capability gives those, new to Amateur Radio and old timers 
alike, a chance to check out new frontiers without having to 
lay out a fair amount of cash.

DADE COUNTY ARPSC UPDATE

Amateur radio has won significant official governmental 
recognition as a result of the role it played during the after 
Hurricane Andrew, Joel, KI4T reported at the November 7, 
1992, meeting of the Dade County Amateur Radio Public 
Service Corps’ Planning Committee. Norm, K4RBR, 
Emergency Coordinator for Dade County’s Amateur Radio 
Emergency Service, presided at the meeting. Joel met with 
Governor Lawton Chiles to discuss communications in disaster 
planning. The governor lauder the efforts of the several hundred 
hams who gave freely of their time and energy to help Dade 
County’s stricken community. Joel said that greater coopera- 
tion between state and county emergency operations centers 
and the amateur radio community ‘‘shows promise’’. He urged 
a statewide identification system for hams, perhaps on drivers’ 
licenses, to give them access to restricted areas they are 
providing communications for during emergencies such as the 
hurricane. 

Joel will discuss communications in diasters at the 
upcoming Tampa hamfest and will be a major part of a similar 
program at the Tropical Hamboree in Miami in February. 

Carol, KA4HLO, RACES officer for Dade County, said 
there will be a meeting of net controllers in the next few days. 
He also announced a new schedule for check-ins to the Dade 
Emergency Net (D.E.N.) 

Pat, WD4ITI, manager of the D.E.N., ae more check-ins 
are needed at the weekly D.E.N. He is seeking assistance since 
two of his principal assistants, Arn, N4LIW, and Gerry 
K4GDR, were wiped out by Hurricane Andrew. He introduced 
one new assistant, Al, KD4OXH. And he said there would be 
a meeting of hams at the Dade County Youth Fair grounds in 
the near future to better organize the D.E.N., based on lessons 
from the recent disaster. 

Al, KD4OXH, reported on a plan for Emergency Response 
Team that the Dade County employees club is organizing. 

Lee, N4TCW, of the Dade Young Radio Amateurs, whose 
members range in age from 9 to 20, said his group has a three- 
member response team that can deploy with half an hour’s 
notice, using his personal vehicle which is equipped with UHF, 
VHF, HF and packet. He is demonstrating his car’s capabilities 
at the coming Boy Scout Show at Joe Robbie Stadium. 

Layton, W4VBQ, amateur radio liaison with the National 
Hurricane Center, reported that the Federal Emergency 
Management Administration (F.E.M.A.) gave money to cover 
equipment losses of W4EHW, the amateur radio station at the 
Center. A Cushcraft R7 antenna was bought to replace the one 
lost and Nemal Electronics, Inc. of North Miami provided all 
new cable and connectors for half price. 

Andy, W4ITY, who recently retired as E.C. and is now 
assistant E.C., made a motion that a letter of thanks be sent 
to Nemal for their help in replacing coax lost to Andrew. Layton 
seconded the motion which was approved. Andy is extremely 
busy with TV productions. 

Others making reports at the meeting included George, 
WA4E AZ, of the Dade Radio Club of Miami; Tom, WB4CKY, 
of the Hollywood A.R.C., Ernie, WA4CCP, representing Air 
Force M.A.R.S.; Jim, WD4FMQ, Magic City Radio Club; Ken, 
KFS3EVE, for the Everglades A.R.C.; and Juan, KF40J, and 
Ivan, KP4EDL, the new president of the American Radio Club.

MARS history: In November 1925, the Army Amateur 
Radio System (AARS) was formed by a few dedicated pioneers 
in the United States Army Signal Corps. This organization 
continued until the start of World War II when radio operations 
were suspended. Army amateur radio was authorized to resume 
operations in 1946 and the Army Amateur Radio System was 
reactivated and functioned until 1948 when the Army and Air 
Force established the Military Amateur Radio System, later 
renamed the Military Affiliate Radio System (MARS). In 1962, 
the Navy-Marine Corps MARS program was launched making 
MARS a joint service program. The Military Affiliate Radio 
System is a Department of Defense sponsored program, 
established as separate managed and operated programs by the 
Army, Navy, and Air Force. The program consists of licensed 
amateur radio operators who are interested in military 
communications. They contribute to the MARS mission 
providing auxiliary or emergency communications on a local, 
national, and international basis as’'an adjunct to normal 
communications. Eligibility to join MARS are: 14 years of age 
or older, be a US citizen or resident alien, hold a valid US 
amateur radio license, possess a station capable of operation 
on MARS HF frequencies. (no-code Technicians receive full 
MARS HF privileges) MARS members meet periodically on 
scheduled networks on military frequencies outside the amateur 
bands. MARS nets operate in different modes from HF, CW, 
RATT, PACKET, WHF, and slow scan TV. You may join either 
ARMY, NAVY-MARINE CORP, or AIR FORCE MARS but 
you may not belong to more than one MARS service at a time. 
Naturally I would like you to join Air Force MARS, but join 
the service of your choice, you will be glad you did.

The ship was absolutely marvelous, two nuclear reactors, all electric, and able 
to make up to 13 knots through the ice enroute to the Pole, admittedly with lots 
of crashing, banging and shuddering. Were able to stop exactly at the Pole and 
spend several hours on the ice, 

For me, the biggest thrill came when the Russians let me use one of their 
transmitters and I had a long QSO with my friend W6YP while we were at the 
Pole — W8KW/MM aboard Sovetskiy Soyuz! Jules even recorded much of it. 

From Pole we went southwest and to Murmansk, then I came home via 
Helsinki and Amsterdam. Around the top of the world in 24 days!

ands. 

In future nets, Dave may try to use a telephone patch to 
bring some unlicensed, but interested, listeners to the air. This 
may spark some interested eavesdroppers into studying for an 
Amateur Radio license. 

Al, KB4RTG, says, ‘I got my start in radio using my 
uncle's Hallicrafters Short Wave Radio. I know that many of 
you also started as SWLers. I’m going to try to tune in one 
this Net; it should be interesting and fun. Hope to see you 


there!”’ 
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These procedures are in place for many reasons. The most 
important being the effective management of a critical resource 
in the midst of a large-scale disaster. Walk-ins from outside the 
affected area are generally not welcome as they can easily 
become a burden to an already-taxed support system. If the 
American Red Cross doesn’t officially invite you to attend, you 
may want to think twice before grabbing your suitcase. 

I trust the above clears up any misperceptions regarding 
the utilization of Amateur Radio by the American Red Cross 
during massive disasters. 

Finally, more than 60 outstanding radio amateurs assisted 
the Red Cross in the aftermath of Hurricane Iniki which 
demolished Kquai. Hams were considered experts in the many 
communication systems used by the Red Cross: an 800 MHz 
trunked network, a commercial UHF network, Amateur Radio 
(HF and VHF), Citizen’s Band radio, cellular telephones, and 
two Inmarsat A satellite terminals. Each and every ham 
involved was, and is, appreciated for their resourcefulness and 
dedication. No doubt about it, we had a world-class team of 
hams responding to Hurricane Iniki.
